Adams Count! Commissioners Hav­ 


ing Bridges in the County Put in 


Shape. AH New Bridges to be of 


Concrete. 


The commiaaioner* of Adams county 
are busy having repairs made to a 
large number of the bridges in the 
county which have liven found to be in 
need of paint, floors, roofing and other 
attention. 
During the past few years the ^com - 
rnishioner* have been very active in 
trying to give the people of the couoty 
the iiest bridges possible. 
Last year 
over SH,OOO was expended in repairs to 
bridges and this year more money will 
ta spent for this purpose though the 
figure is not expected to eoual that of 
1000. 
Last year it was found neces 
wary to build a n urn tar of “ skew 
tacks' ’ of granite and concrete to take 
the places of tha wooden sup|torts 
which had rotted away and 
in some 
instances bad allowed tile bridges to 
sag to one side. 
Few if any of these “ skew tacks" 
will have to lie built tins yeur but 
many of the bridge* are in need of 
new flooring, others must have new 
roofs and it bas been found necessary 
to paint a num tar in order to preserve 
thorn. 
Among the improvements made to 
the county bridges this year has liven 
the construction of a 
granite and 
’concrete ice breaker at Ling s Bridge 
over the Conewago 
tat ween Stralan 
and Tyrone township* 
A taut a year ago the county com 
mission?!** passed a resolution and 
nlaced it on record that in the future 
sit new bridges ta const routed of re 
enforced concrete. 
The most recently 
built bridge of thin kind wan near 
Fairfield, the cost living ♦ I,tUUk 
The 
commissioners saved over J*00 on this 
bridge through not giving it out to the 
lowest bidder but instead |**rfortning 
the work under their own direction 
with the assistance of an architect. 
The bid had taen $24**1 
There are almost forty grants on re 
cord for new bridges in the county. 
some of which were made 
bv grand 
juris* 
fifteen or twenty 
years ago 
These are all for bridges where none 
now exists and some of the people who 
would use them are persistent in their 
efforts to secure the crossings. 
The 
comissioners are very anxious to re­ 
duce the county debt. 
however, and 
are slow about incurring any expense 
not thought attfiolutely necessary. 
Among the most recent acts of the 
oomaiissioners was the awarding to 
N. 8. Brown, of Fast Berlin, the con 
tract for tba£erection of a new election 
bouse in Huntington township.

C hattanooga, T een., Sept. I —C harges 
th a t Joseph H. Choate, of New York, 
form er am bassador from th* U nited 
S tates to G reat B ritain, has been guil­ 
ty of violating the constitution of the 
A m erican B ar association in a failure 
to uphold the honor of th e profession 
of th e law. and a petition th a t be be 
expelled from the bar association were 
p iesented to the A m erican B ar asso ­ 
ciation and referred to the com m ittee 
on grievances. 
T hese charges w ere flied by Jam es 
K. W atts, of New York, through his 
atto rn ey , G eorge W. C bam lee, of th is 
city, a m em ber of th e bar association. 
T he charges allege th a t Mr. C hoate 
"h as violated the confidence of his cli­ 
ents. Jam es R. W atts and wife; th a t 
he bas violated the canons and ethics 
of th e A m erican B ar association, has 
been guilty of divers and m any of­ 
fenses, in violation of good m orals, 
fair dealings, and 
has brought dis­ 
honor and disgrace upon th e A m erican 
Bar A ssociation of the U nited S tates 
of A m erica.” 
T he first charge bas to do w ith cer­ 
tain litigation en tru sted to Mr. Choate 
and 
bis 
associates in th e firm of 
E varts. C hoate A 
Beam an, of New 
York. and in an associate p artnership 
with T readw ell Cleveland. 
in USB W atts engaged the firm of 
E varts, 
C hoate A B eam an to bring 
suit against W alter W eston and Alfred 
Western for $350,000 dam ages. 
This 
su it w as filed. 
T he petition alleges 
th a t not long afterw ard he w as in the 
office of Mr. C hoate and overheard by 
accident a conversation betw een Mr. 
C hoate and an attorney, In which this 
atto rn ey , representing W eston B roth­ 
ers. offered to T readw ell Cleveland. 
C hoate's "trial atto rn ey ,” the aum of 
$50,000 to com prom ise the case. 
Mr. W atts now says in bis petition 
to the liar association th at he believes 
his law suit was "sold out, or throw n 
aw ay." Only nom inal dam ages were 
granted, the sum , in fact, being six 
centa. 
O ther charges relate to an alleged 
wrongful appropriation of $750 col 
lectcd by the Arm of E varts, C hoate A 
Beam an for Mrs. Jam es R. W aits, and 
the alleged wrongful retention of notes 
for $3000 against solvent p arties plac­ 
ed in the hands of Mr. C hoate’s taw 
firm for < elic it iou in UBI, and the 
railu re of Mr. C hoate’s firm to bring 
suit for $25,000 alleged to have been 
w rongfully in the possession of W al­ 
ter W eston in 1885. 
Mr. C hoate is also taxed w ith the 
alleged failure of his firm to account 
for about $1000 collected by a receiver 
for the sale of certain business. 
The last charge is with reference to 
a suit in 1887 of W atts vs. Sam uel U. 
Adler, in the New York suprem e court, 
for collecting certain claim s am ount 
ing to about $2000. in which Mr. W atts 
claim s to have lost a part of his muuey 
because of the alleged negligence of 
(lie firtu of which Mr. C hoate was the 
head.

by Them From tho Roof. 


New York, Sept. I.—Crow ds on P ark 
Row stopped, horrified at th e sight of 
a m aa’a body h u rtlin g through the air 
from the roof a f th o tw enty-six atony J 
P ark Row building. 
T he body crashed into th e skylight 
of th e alx-atary building adjoining and 
becam e jam m ed In th e m achinery of 
th e elevator. It w as hard ly recogniz­ 
able. 
At f r a t It waa supposed th e m an. 
w ho w as identified by papers on bls 
body aa E dgar H. H olbrook, an Insur 
anc# solicitor and collactor, of 290 
B roadw ay, had chosen a sensational 
m ethod of com m itting suicide. A t the 
office of an insurance com pany a t 299 
Broadw ay, C. P ritch ard and W ilbur 
M orris, business asso ciates or Hol­ 
brook, said they knew of no reason 
w hy H olbrook, who form erly lived in 
P hiladelphia, should com m it suicide. 
*They scouted th e idea for th e fu rth er 
reason th at, a s they uaderstood, H ol­ 
brook’s wife w as blind. 
In a w atch 
found on the body w as a picture of 
Mrs. Holbrook. 
Two painters w orking high up on 
th e north side of th* building saw the 
man kicking and w aving h it arm s. as 
if m aking futile efforts to save him ­ 
self. He sw ept down, hts straw hat 
sailing 
a fte r him. 
W here th e m an 
cam e from, how it happened th a t he 
was flying through th e air, a re things 
th at have not yet been explained. The 
p ainters saw him first in the air above 
them . So far as they knew he m ight 
have been dropped from a passing 
airship. 
W hether he leaped or waa pushed 
from the roof or one of the windows. 
or if he w ent to th e top of the build­ 
ing and becam e dizsy and toppled off 
ar** questions as yet unansw ered. 
An odd feature of the affair is that 
a telegram w as received at th e Park 
Row building addressed to Holbrook 
It was taken to th e chief engineer of 
the building, w hose nam * is Lebroucq, 
bv a m essenger boy. T he telegram waa 
from Norwich. Conn. As th ere was no 
K 
H. Holbrook In th e building. Le 
broucq opened the telegram . It read 
"T hanks, cannot use a prom oter -’ 
T he telegram waa returned to the 
telegraph office and nothing m ore was 
thought of it until th e engineer heard 
the nam e of the dead m ao. The engi­ 
neer could not recall th e sig n atu re at 
tacked to the telegram .
